All true Americans will takio pleasure in the
fact that the good offices of our Government
bhave been successfully employed in preventing
a threatened conflict between Japan and Coven.

merchants, their supplies being thas ent off,
suffered severely.  Largely through the efforts
of the United States the prineciple of arbitra-
tion was resorted to, and a compromise has
been reached whereby Corea pays Japan an
indemnity of £110,000. This friumph of ar-
bitration is all the more satisfactory becanse
of its acceptancz by nations that have only
recently begun to keep step with modern
progress.

TUHE NEW-YORK'S TRIAL

The official trial of the crulser New-York
has established her claim to be the fastest
ship in the United States Navy. The San
Franciseo has been eredited with a speed of
20.17 knots: and the Baltimore and 'hila-
delphia have exceeded 191-2 knots.  The
New-York has apparently made 21.07 knots
in a continuons run of nearly 100 miles; and
this hourly average fhay be inereased when
the engineers’ caleulations are reported to the
Navy Department.  This is a result whick
challenges comparisons with the fastest ervisers
of her class in forcign navies, There ave two
or three ships like the Nenve de Julio which
have nominally exceeded this speed, but under
less exacting tests and for short distances, A
spurt trial over a measured mile would un-
doubtedly bring the New-York's vecord up to |
28 knets, but that would not offer practical
evidence of her sustained speed over a long
course, So exhaustive and satisfuctory have
heen the tests that it is evident that she can
overtalce and sail around the fastest cruisers in
the British, French, German, [talian, Russian |
and Spanish navies.  She will also outelass
them in manoenvring power and in weight of
armament as a tighting ship.

The Blake and the Blenheim were designed
as 22-knot ships with engines for 20,000 in-
dicated horse-power. Both ships disappointed
expectaffons owing to miscaleulations in the
boiler designs. The Blake with 14,450 howse-

power made a record of 190.12 knots in her
oflicial trial. The Blenheim's failure was cov-
ered up by a scratch record on a ** spuit” test,
but in “The Naval Apnntal™ edited hy Lond
Brassey she is pated asia 20-knot ship with
14.924 horse-power.  The New-York, while
nearly as large as these ships. has developed
en ber trial @ enlleetive horse-power exceeding
17,000, and a speod nearly 2 knots abead of
one and 1 knot ahead of the other, She is
at least 2 knots faster than the French Jean
Burt, and is supenor in speeid to the =panish
Reina Regente, Comparisons with the fastest |
German and ltalian cruisers ave equally favor-

able to the American vessel, although she has

been subjected 1o more rigorous tests than her

foreign competitors. The New-York may fair- |

GERMAN TRAVEL.

BY RAIL-SOME OF ITS PECULIARITIES AND
THE REASONS FOR TUEM.

Berlin, May 0.

The American who pays lis first visit to Gepe
many will do well to relinguish some of the
lileas most famitiar to Wim at home, and first of
all, the jdeg that time is money, as Franklin
stid,  Slow and sure ix the motto here. The
Gertan, who  perhaps  conld not be made te
understand  Franklin, models his views rathee
after those of another distinguished American,-
aboriginal, this ene—~who i+ known in history
by the nume of Red Jueket, N white man onos
complained to the Iudian philosopher that he
b no time for what he wanted to do. * Well,™
was the answer, *T suppose yon have ull the
time there 5" In Germany  also you have all
the time there is, and you will be safe in 8-
anming that yon can do hall as mueh in the
time o8 yYon et at home. We think of the
siextn as a Southern custom,  But here in Per-
lin, the busiest place in the Empirs, people dine
at 2 sleep t01 4 and theny resume the husiness
of the day.  In the interval, it is the foreignes
who lends o little animation to the streets,

At Stendal we came npon an example of Gere
nselentiousness, different in kind but pers
hups the same in principle.  The train was te
stop fourteen minutes for luncheon, or, as they
choose to consider it, for dinner,, We sat down
in & comfortable room, table elean, and food very
rood 1 Iuncheon served ecomfortably in courses,
and rapidly. But at the end of seven or eight
minutes we wers invited by the consnientious con-
duotor, a punetilious official, equally palite and
peremptory, to take onr places in the train. e
ing asked for the bill, the polite head waiter res
murked. ® Yor have had only half a dinner, you
wifl pay haif price.” This be scemed to think
the most natural and correct thing in the world,
Correct perlinps it was, but where except in Gere
many, with its taste for military exactituds even
in accounts, would it seem natural? Elsewhere]
we found they were just as ready to apply the
rlo against as for the strancer. But that it
should be applied even onee in his favor is an
instanee of fair-mindedness for which they are
surely entitled to eredit,

Another fact will befors long begin to he ap.
parent to the arriving American: or two farta,
He will, if he takes note of the arrangamenta on
the railways by which he travels, hecoms awarm
thnt they are not constfucted primarily for his
convenienee, nor even primarily for tha eon-
venience of the German publie. They are Stata
railwuys, and the State thinka first of ftself; or, T
might say, first, last, and all the time. They
are eonstructed for moving troops with the greats
est fucility: constructéd so that when the fateful
“molinl” goes forth from the centra of the great
spider’s wob where gits the king apider known ne
Chiof of the Staft, every railway track aal plat
form and st{tion shall be instantly available for
the dispatch and receipt of tronps, What wonld
the American railway superintendent ey th o
state of things which compelled him to keep that
contingeney foremost in his thoughts and plans?
What would an Englishman ?

The FEnglishman, accustomed to the elahorate
convenienoes  of  his  own  railway system,
looks with wonder on what scems to him the
primitive and imperfeet contrivinces of the Gere
man.  They are, I think, neither primitive nor
imperfeet.  Thelr aim is different. The English-
man expects his train to draw up to o platform
nearly on a level with the footboard of his car-
ringe: the platform o be coverad: porters to be at
Lund at every station, not merely at great stae
tions: the station itself to be adjacent to the
covered platform, whieh, indeed, forma a part of
it. All this and mueh more ho not only expecte
but gets, He comes to Germany, travels from
Biremen to Herlin, n very important line, and stops
at the two chief stations by the way, Uelzen and
Stendnl. His train comes to s stop midway
between two others, or between two tracks if
not more than two, and at a distance of perhaps
twenty yards from the ‘nearest platform. Ile
has to climb down from lids enrriage as best he
may, no porter to help him or to take his luggasge,
ghould he happen to be stopping in these desolate
parts. He must cross two or three tracks on
the level befare he gnins tlw a% lter of o platform,
and the platform s open, If it rains, he is
shelterless till hie has seuttled info the statlom.
‘Trains sre moving on both aides of him; he muss
keep out of their way as best ha can. The sta-
tion itselt is comfortless; except that there fs
ulways beer, presamably, In this tountry, the
greatest comfort:of all, and the one which makes
it cusy to despense with all others. He will find
the conductors and other officials civil and, if
they once undorstand that ho wants help, helpful
to the hest of their ability, but slightly astonished
that he should want help. The American may
tiilnk all this more in the true natire of things)
baving lourned in his own country, under the
beneficent but unrelenting despotism of the rail.
